The high handed act of the governor in preventing the 
gathering of the lower house members is without a parallel 
in the history of the United States.

His bombastic talk about the guard being ordered to 
shoot to kill if it was necessary to disperse the legislators is 
disgusting in the extreme. From the beginning house members 
declared they had no intention of using force, relying on the 
courts and legal methods to gain their point, hence all this 
bluster was certainly very ill-timed. There is but one issue 
before the people now— is Oklahoma to be under the rule of 
an irresponsible dictatorship or is it to be governed according 
to the constitution?

The money question is one that an ordinary mind finds 
it hard to grasp. Back in the ’90’s when gold was leaving 
this country by the boatload the general depression and hard 
times were ascribed to this cause and it was proposed to 
remedy the situation by re-establishing silver as a money 
metal. Now some of the biggest bankers of the country are 
proclaiming that we have too much gold for our own good 
and that this is one cause for high prices. No one has yet 
figured out just where the dividing line should be drawn and 
how to hold the balance when that line has been reached. 


Lieutenant Governor Ed Trapp is one man in the state 
who has held his tongue during the turmoil of the past few 
weeks. He has not uttered a sound and has given no sort of 
intimation of w hether or not he considers the special cession 
either legal or necessary. T rapp’s eloquent silence is commen­ 
ded to others as a good pattern by which to be guided. Cer­ 
tainly Trapp will have nothing to take back, deny, explain, 
or apologize for later on.

People who believe in public saf­ 
ety through the orderly administra­ 
tion of government will sympathize 
with Governor Walton of Oklahoma

members of the Elan, was not met 
within a few days. He established 
a militaiy censor in the office of 
the Tulsa Tribune, which he charg­ 
ed with agitation against his in­ 
jury into Elan activities.

If he can convict the Elan leader of 
crimes against the commonwealth 
I hat certainly is with in his province, 
but it is hardly fair to inflict mili­ 
tary rfile upon a city because one 
man declines to resign.

ROM E—The Italian tourist trade 
has 
resumed 
its 
pre-war 
status. 
Before th** war the tourists flocking 
into Italy from all 
parts of E u­ 
rope added 500,000,000 
lire, 
or 
$ 109,000,000 at the exchange rate 
of those days, to the wealth of Italy. 
In 1922 tourists from all over the 
world brought 2.0 0 0 .000,000 lire to 
Italy which, calculated at the pres­ 
ent rate of exchange, 
would 
give 
about the same sum, $1 0 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0. 
Coupled with remittances received 
from Italian em igrants, mainly in 
America, this tourist revenue used 
to b“ sufficient to balance 
Italy’s 
adverse trade balance. 
The 
emi­ 
grant 
remittances*., 
especially 
dur­ 
ing the present year, show a con­ 
siderable falling off, probably ow­ 
ing to the restricted immigration 
system now in force in the United 
States. In 1922, however, the em i­ 
grant remittances equaled their pre­ 
war figure, which was about the 
same as that of the tourist expendi­ 
tures. 
The falling-off of revenue from 
the em igrant pounce has stirred the 
various commercial organizations to 
look for the missing income in an 
extension 
of the tourist business. 
At present tourists go over the beat­ 
en paths outlined by the travel com­ 
panies. But tnat is not all of Italy, 
say 
tin* 
Italian 
promoters. 
While 
th ey point to Rome, Naples, Sicily, 
Florence, 
Venice 
and

Alps as being very worthy of tour­ 
ist patronage, they insist th a t re­ 
gions of the AbruMl, the Puglie 
and Romagna are also to be con­ 
sidered as possessing great tourist 
attractions.

Airplanes equipped with special 
apparatus

poisonous dust fly at a low level 
over the cotton fields. The dust, 
specially prepared, is poisonous 
to the boll weevil but in no way 
harms the cotton plant itself. 
Settling low over the ground, the 
dust exterminates th© weevil. 
The process is being perfected by 
the army planes near Tallulah, 
La. 
The planes are equipped with 
with air suction hoppers which 
discharge the pest eradicating 
powder. 
The fine spray nettles 
over the cotton plants and onto 
the ground.
